Growing concern about Hlorida’s health needs became vocal during the Second 
World War, Dr. Figert, who had been reluctant to press for establishment of a 
medical school until more adequate support was assured for existing units of the 
University, made a public statement recognizing the need and indicating that if 
UW orida wastto have tapeden lin home ie logical Location for such an institution 
would be Gainesville because of its central location and the benefits to be derived 
from an affiliation with the University. This desire was shared by other Floridians 
and resulted in the State Legislature in 1943 recommending the establishment of 
EStkoolahol I ledicines SD enbe tend, Pharmacy in Hlorida withoul alloting any 
funds on stipulating any location. Vothing further was done until April, 1949 
when a bill was passed which authorized the creation and establishment of medical 
and nursing schools at the University of Hlorida. Finally in April, 1953 the 
Legislature appropriated five million dollars for the building of a medical science 
building to house the Colleges of Medicine and Vlursing on the campus off the 
University of Horida. 


On March 28, 1955, the cornerstone for the Medical Science Building was 
laid. Construction was completed in the full of 1956, barely in time for the first 
medical class of 48 students. The Deaching Hospital opened in October, 1958. By 
the spring of 1960, approval of the curriculum and full accreditation were given to 
the College of Medicine by the American Medical Association and Association 
of American Medical Colleges, and on dune 6, 1960, the college of Medicine 
graduated its first medical class of forty students. Thus, eleven years had elapsed 
from the time the Hlorida Legislature voted to build a medical school until the 
first students were actually graduated, while seventeen years elapsed from the time 
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Medical Science Building under construction in September, 1955. 
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The Medical Center when the first class graduated in June, 1960. 


Since the first graduating class in June, 1960, over 470 medical students have been graduated from the 


College of Medicine. Graduates are now in 35 states. Over 200 medical graduates have remained or returned 
to Florida.
